“Station. Oh! the flat country we looked 
out on, during that drive, with the old 
Nile quite near us all the way. There 
were great stretches of green clover 
fields on either side. We saw Fellah 
men, women, and children squatting 
around in the midst of camels, goats, 
African cows, and donkeys,—natives 
going to and fro, some walking, some 
on camel and others on donkey back— 
all dressed in the native blouse and tur- 
ban, white, red, blue, picturesque in 
any attitude. Then came the mud vil- 
lages. Mere hovels without windows, 
and only dark holes for doors, roofs 
covered with the stalks of the sugar 
cane,—such dirty looking abodes. 


of disgust, but bye and bye one gets 
accustomed to it, and with this atmos- 
phere and the coloring that touches 
everything, it becomes an enjoyable 
whole. © : 

The narrow streets of Cairo are 
crowded with Arabs, Turks, Bedouins, 
Fellahs, Greeks, Egyptians, all in na- 
tive costume, donkeys laden with bas- 
kets made of rope and wood, filled with 
clover and vegetables of all sorts. 
These poor little beasts are wonder- 
fully interesting, and one’s sympathies 
go out to them as they do to the poor 
little brown babies astride their masked 
mother’s shoulders Little miserables! 
how they cling to their mother’s head 
—some asleep with tiny cheeks on 
their clasped hands, and whether awake 
or asleep those horrid flies crawling 
over their eyes, a pitiable sight. Wo- 
men without babies, carry everything 
else on their heads from the pictur- 
esque earthen water jar to heavy sacks 
of grain. We have seen the different 
ways of irrigating the soil from the 
swing basket to the water-wheel. 

We have visited mosque after mosque, 
some very interesting. The niche 
towards Mecca and pulpit from which 
the Koran is read, allinlaid with moth- 
er-of-pearl. Turquoise floors covered 
with beautiful prayer rugs—and circles 
and circles of glass globes filled with 
oil to be lighted on feast days. We 
have been to the tombs of the Kalifas. 
In one lies in state the body of the late 
Khedive covered with flowers. Turks 
and Arabs are squatting and kneeling 
around saying their prayers aloud for 
the soul of the Khedive, for which, it 
is said they are given a cigar every 
afternoon at four o’clock. The poor 
who come are fed outside the tomb, 
This will go on for a month which is 
the time that the bodywill lie in state. 

One day we went to Joseph’s well, 
another to the spot on the Nile on the 
island-of Rhoda where it is said that 
Moses was found. We drove to the 
obelisk ‘at Heliopolis, stopping by the 
way at an ostrich farm, where we saw 
these curious birds*all ages from two or 
three days to twenty-five years. You 
should see one of these creatures pick 
up his wings andrun. Such legs—such 
muscle—no wonder their kick 1s to be 
dreaded. The ‘‘Virgin’s” tree is near 
by, under which the ‘Holy Family” 
rested on the flight into Egypt. It is 
no doubt a very old tree, but this may 
or may not be believed. At the foot of 
the obelisk I found my second four- 
leaved clover (the first being in Lenox 
this past summer). The above. men- 
tioned clover, and a “real Scarab,’’ a 
royal one with cartuch indicating that 
it is a Thothmes ILI 3700 years old, are 
supposed to bring me my next good 
luck. We have visited the museum of 
Gizeh, seen its wonderful statues, and 
the mummies of the royal families of 
the Pharaohs, Rameses II, III and 
Seti I, all'in a remarkable state of pres- 
ervation. / 

Every afternoon we drive out on 
either the Choubra Avenue the Gizeh 
or the Gheegeeh roads, long avenues, 
locust trees on either side meeting 
overhead, and the air laden with the 
fragrance of the appoponack, that 
grows in our own sunny south. One 
never to be forgotten day we. went to 
the Pyramids-and- Sphinx, by-a—drive 
on the Gizeh road of three miles and a 
half. Imagine my feelings when I 
gazed for the first time on this longed 
for picture. A near view of the Pyra- 
mids gives reugh outlines, but at a dis-

I cannot tell you half we have seen 
in Cairo. This hotel is full ef very gay 
people, the company changing all the 
time—parties going and coming on the 
Nile. I have collocted lovely views 
that all my friends will enjoy when I 
get home, We leave here to-morrow 
on the steamer Bocarah and expect to 
reach Naples on Saturday the 13th, 
where we plan to stay a week. We 
have already passed four days there. 
Our rooms there faced the bay; we had 
Capri in the far distance, Vesuvius at 
our left, and Ischia away to the right, 
a picture enchantingly beautiful. We 
are to Visit the islands on our return. 
We did go to Pompeii, walked through 
its narrow strcets, visited the houses of 
Glaucus, Sallust,and Pansa. Down in 
that ruined city, with the intense blue 
sky overhead, smoking Vesuvius shut- 
ting us in on one side, and other moun- 
tains around us, the scene was indis- 
cribable, but I have tried to stow it all 
away in order to tell you what I can of 
itsome day. We have had two weeks 
in Rome, In St. Peter’s I felt very, 
very small,—its grandeur awed me.

(A review of Prof. Wright’s last two 
lectures.) 

Prof. Wright guides us in a plain 
path of tradition, language and gravel, 
then suddenly, with a prodigious dive 
into the whirling sea of physiological 
and psychological subjunctives and 
potentials, he fishes up fer us the -un- 
palatable conclusions of a long list of 
scientists from Asa Gray and Huxley 
to Darwin and George Campbell. Jo- 
seph Cook’s allusion to our “baboon 
blood’”’ was exasperating-enough, but 
here comes an Oberlin professor to ask 
the fledglings under Andover Semi- 
nary’s wings, to turn away from the 
allegory of Genesis with waters and

The shall municipal- 
ity differs from the church in thisy that 
whereas the church says ‘You ought,’ 
the municipality says ‘you must.’ 
Hence there are many things which 
you can intrust the church todo, which 
could not be done by the state. I 
think when the church has educated 
the people up to a certain level, when 
it is possible for the state or munici- 
pality to step in and take the work on 
its own shoulders, what we want is, 
that those who have not the law at 
their back but who have only moral 
law, and who see distinctly the lines 
of progress along which the community 
should go, should be as practically or- 
ganized as the Town Council is..... 
The Town Council may be bad. .. but 
it is the duty of the Town Council to 
see after the whole town. There is 
not a single dirty chare on the quay- 
-side in which, if a'drunken man_ stuffs 
-his shirt down the sink, and so causes 
a nuisance, in less than twelve hours 
intelligence would not be sent to the 
responsible head’ of affairs, and if he 
does not have the nuisance immedi- 
ately removed, he would bé called to 
account by his employers. Can we not 
take common measures to prevent 
moral nuisances? It is possible for 
whole districts in a town like New- 
castle to grow up without either church 
orchapel or’ reading-room or bath or 
playground or any other appliances of 
civilization; and there 1s not any per- 
son 1n this town who is responsible for 
seeing that they are provided with 
these things. Is not that a shame? 
Can we not provide for this need? 

We do it in relation to our streets, 
we do it in relation to our drains, we 
do it in relation to the relief of the 
poor, but we do not do it 1n these insti- 
tutions which concern the moral and 
social progress of our fellow towns- 
men.”?

The Subject of Good Roads 


is attracting attention everywhere, and 
the fact that such prove good invest- 


ments is: awakening much interest. 
Nearly all the papers which we receive 


contain well written editorials relative 
to this matter, one of which, the Phila- 
delphia Manufacturer is right to the 
point, and highly suggestive. It states 
that the citizens of Abington town- 
ship in Montgomery Co., just over the 
Philadelphia City line, lately proposed 
that the township should borrow $240,- 
000, which sum should be devoted to 
putting all the roads in the township 
into first-rate condition” 

The project met with very general 
favor, for the proximity of the town- 
ship to the city, and the attractive 


nature of the region, appeared to sup- 
ply assurance that a eystem of excel- 
lent roads would induce persaps to 
come hither wha desired subgrban 
homes, and would enbance the value 
of real estate. The design, however, 
is not likely:to be carried out, because 
it has been ascertained that the town- 
ship supervisors alone would have 
authority to expend the borrowed 
money. ' 

The editor then says, what are the 
capacities of the Abington supervisors 
as road builders is not, at this moment 
fully revealed, but it is a safe assertion 
that the ordinary Pennsylvania super- 
visor has yet to learn the elementary 
principles of highway construction; 
and if the Abington officials fairly rep- 
resent their class it would be sheer 
recklessnegs-to-entrust them with such 
a task as that suggested. 

The facts in this.case may serve to 
lend force to the theory that reformed 
methods of road-construction should 
be introduced by State authority, and 
pursued with help from a general fund. 
The egunty and township authorities 
live in continual dread of incurring the 
resentment of tax-payers by enlarging 
the taxes, and usually they have, as we 
have said, no qualifications for per- 
forming the task even if they had pos- 
session of the requisite funds. 

The best road is, in the long run, the 
cheapes When properly made, 
aroad costs little for repairs and it 
saves dollars to. every man who _habit- 
ually uses it. This kind of a road re- 
quires the skill of an engineer for its 
construction, and the entire independ- 
ence of that officer for the favor or dis- 
favor of tax-payers who have not sense 
enough to know what is good for them.

From this | 
found that all methods of agricul- 
ture and homeside labor were. of the 
most primitive sort ‘and ‘that there 
were no idle folk in Majorca. Out 
door labor of some kind is continuous 
the year round. All the women spin, 
knit or weave, and I have never en- 
tered a peasant’s cabin wlhieré moth- 
ers and daughters were not in some 
such manner employed. Hospitality 
ischarming, naive and whole hearted. 
The plate of figs, basin of almonds 
or basket of oranges, with the whole- 
some wines of the country, are ever 
ready for the friend or stranger's 


coming. ; 

I thought 1 had partaken of that 
drink of the gods, horehata, in Cuba. 
It is simply the pulverized kernels of 
the almond, to which water and 
sugar are added. Here where the 
almond grows in the greatest per 
fection every housewife preserves 
huge jars of the finest nuts for hor- 
chata. The old mortar and pestle are 
here for their grinding. The shells 
and brown husks are removed and 
quarts of the snowy powder are liter- 
ally ‘‘leached,” the creamy liquid 
filtering slowly through. Then senora 
or senorita adds a spice of flavor, 
tamarind or pomegranate, or perhaps 
adash of wine, with her own fair 
hand. It is food and drink. And it 
is no wonder that in Majorca the en- 
tire peasantry live sumptuously on 
daily .Wages averaging less than 
twenty cents for men and fifteen 
cents for women the year through 
when every manner of nature’s most 
royal food is at every door for the 
taking, and in such bounteousness 
that where it ripens it is valueless 
and without price. 

Somehow there grows upon one the 
winsome notion that you have known 
all these lowly folk before; that you! 
have seen their festas and known, 
their songs in the sunny i 
Cuba, over in the glowing valley of 
Guines; that you have come upon 
their brightness and _ cléanliness 
among the Alps of Switzerland; that 
their generosity and hospitality were 
met in Connemara and Donegal; that 
their thrift and frugality have their 
congener among the Pennsylvania 
Dutch, and that their love of home 
and simple village ways carry you to 
the pleasant mountain vales among 
the shining English lakes. Surely 
they are an idyllic people in an idy}- 
lic land. 

Want is unknown; crime is un- 
heard of. There is no politics in Ma- 
jorca, and but one religion. All 
this in time may change. But as I 
know it, and you can know it, now, 
little Majorca, fashioned in match- 
less beauty beneath a smiling sun, is 
the one land of plenty and content.— 
Majorca Cor. Chicago News.

Genuine Hand Painted Pictures in Ol 
Turned Ogt by the Yard. 

There isan artist on the Bowery 
who not only takes the cake, but ap- 
propriates the cake basket and has 
designs upon whatever cold, artistic 
pie there may. be; lying around,. His 
studio is a big plate glass show win- 
dow, and he paints all day in ful! 
view of the enthralled populace pe- 
culiar to the Bowery. The throngs 
along the old Dutch cowpath have 
never been known to become en- 
thused over any work of art beyond 
the portraits of the fat woman and 
the lean man in front of the dime 
museums. A clever sign ina saloon 
window announcing that the free 
lunch therein is of an extraordinary 
good quality sometimes draws atten- 
tion, but as a rule genuine art is sub- 
ordinased to other attractions. 

This artist, however, who does real 
oil paintings “while -you wait,” is 
rapidly educating the Bowery boys 
to the higher plane of art, from 
whence it can be looked with plea- 
sure on the beauties of a landscape. 
He paints with his back to the audi- 
ence, who can, however, see the 
growing richness of the canvas, and 
at the same time observe that one of 
‘these real hand painted pictures is 
given away to the purchaser of every 
five dollars worth of goods within.”
